Who started the fire?

Martha Kotlarchuck says the view from her bedroom window 
was beautiful, however when she realized the pretty orange and 
red light reflecting around the room was the shimmer of a fire, 
she leapt out of bed. 

Ray and Martha Kotlarchuck could do nothing more than 
watch as their garage burnt to the ground last Monday night. 

The blaze claimed many of the the couple's treasured 
collectibles, including an antique chandelier and a record collec¬ 
tion. 

It also completely destroyed both of their vehicles which were 
parked in the garage. 

But she looks at this way, "No one was hurt and that is the 
most important." 

The blaze started around 2 a.m. on June 9 at their home at 
2113 12 Ave. 

The fire inspector, police and an insurance adjuster were 
analysing the damage last week, as the Kotlarchucks stayed at 
their son's home. 

A survey of the scene shows that not only was the unattached 
garage burnt, the back of the house sustained heavy damage as 
did the fence and her neighbor's garage. 

Police are now asking for public assistance in identifying the 
cause of the blaze. 

Local RCMP Sgt. Ron Platz says, "The RCMP have determined 
that the fire is of suspicious origin and may have been started by 
individuals were in the park.”

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Major projects due

A schedule has been set to 
address the problems of aging 
facilities within the school board 
jurisdiction. 

Chinook's Edge School Board 
has been one of the only jurisdic¬ 
tions in the province to set a long 
term plan for addressingthe prov¬ 
ince wide problem. They first did 
so in the Facilities Master Plan 
(FMP) that looked from 1996 to 
2000, and they have just added 
another two years to the plan. 

Lyall Thomson, assistant su¬ 
perintendent, presented years six 
and seven of the long range plan 
to the board last week. 

"Realizing that we don't have 
enough funding... We've been 
tackling (the problems) as we 
can," said Thomson in his pres¬ 
entation. 

With an estimated $2.5 mil¬ 
lion in funds for years six and 
seven available to upgrade cur¬ 
rent facilities, concerns such as 
heating and ventilation and roof¬ 
ing at many schools was ad¬ 
dressed. Every school in the 
jurisdiction has had work done 
to it, or will have work com¬ 
pleted during the seven years of 
the FMP. 

As part of the original five 
years of the FMP Didsbury High 
School is set for roof and venti¬ 
lation repairs this year at a cost 
of $80,000. 

In the newly accepted sched¬ 
ule for 2001 and 2002, Didsbury 
High School will see major over¬ 
haul of the configuration of 
classrooms in the school. Be¬ 
sides some reassignment and 
renovations of some classrooms, 
there will be new Career and 
Technology Studies (CTS) labs 
and classrooms put into place. 
Also, the oldest section of the 
school, there will be replace¬ 
ment and renovations on the 
floors and walls. 

Thomson addressed the 
needs of Westglen, although he 


added that because it is a fairly 
new school, there is basically 
only a need for some general 
maintenance. However, in 2002, 
the school is scheduled for re¬ 
placement of pulse boilers at a 
cost of $48,000. 

Ross Ford Elementary has 
been scheduled in the next few 
years for upgrades includingmore 
lockers, library renovations, and 
administration area upgrades. 

Information on all other 
schools is available through 
Chinook's Edge. 

Trustee Becky Lewis said, "I 
think we are really addressing 
our schools needs fairly quickly." 

In fact, the schedule for many 
of the repairs had been moved 
forward due to savings in other 
areas of maintenance like care¬ 
taking, said Thomson. 

The schools, and their sched¬ 
uled repairs were decided upon 
through a process of discussion 
with principals and an architect 
who toured every school. 

Thomson says the priorities 
were laid out on an "as needed 
basis." However, health and 
safety issues were moved to the 
top of the list at any school. 

Thomson also indicated that 
the schedule for repairs did not 
take into account that the way 
facilities are funded may change 
in the next year or so. 

The province is examining 
the possibility of going to a "block 
funding" format, whereby each 
division would get a certain per 
capita amount per year and 
would have to prioritize and 
save up reserves for big projects. 
Currently, funding is based on 
an "as needed" application model 
at the provincial level. Thomson 
indicated that if there is a change 
in the funding, there will also 
have to be changes in the long 
term upgrading plan.

Roy. 

Each school projects their 
full-time equivalent enrolment 
as of September 30 of the year 
and is credited that amount of 
money. Roy explains that due to 
the new concept of site-based 
management, each school will 
determine how their dollars are 
spent based on a specific perim¬ 
eter set by the school board. 

High schools within the divi¬ 
sion will receive 5% more per 
student than the lower grades. 
Roy explains that this came out 
of a series of meetings with prin¬ 
cipals and other educators over 
the past years. 

"Discussions clearly showed 
that there are increased staffing 
costs at the high school level... 
due to an increased number of 
instructional hours for high 
school students, as well as the 
necessity to provide a wider va¬ 
riety of courses to high school 
students," said Roy. 

Among other highlights in 
the budget, there is new funding 
being provided for a Teacher 
Assistant Program." The fund¬ 
ing for this program is $39 per 
Grade 1 to 6 student in the 
division, and the money will be 
put towards hiring teacher’s 
aides in the classrooms. 

Other provincial government 
funded programs include an 
early literacy program, the ex¬ 
pansion of the English as a Sec¬ 
ond Language program, and the 
continuation of the Technology 
Integration Funding. 

Kindergarten funding has 
increases 2%. However Roy 
adds, "Even with this funding 
increase, the division must 
transfer $25,000 from the Grade 
1 to 12 funding to balance the 
kindergarten budget." 

The budget accepted was a 
surplus budget, whereby the 
excess dollars were used to build 
up dwindling reserves in areas 
such as buildings, equipment 
and contingency funds. A trans¬ 
portation surplus of $322,000 
will be used for school bus re¬ 
placement.

Pressure applied to the prov¬ 
ince from school board's across 
the province resulted in an im¬ 
proved financial picture for most 
boards, including Chinook's 
Edge School Board. 

"It is a way better budget 
than last year," said Didsbury 
trustee Deb Cousins after vot¬ 
ing in favor of accepting the 
document. 

The trustees met last week to 
thoroughly examine the final 
budget document presented to 
them by the board treasurer, 
Susan Roy. 

Roy pointed out the largest 
increase in her presentation that 
showed a grant increase of 30% 
to the board for mild and moder¬ 
ately disabled students. It has 
also risen 30% for severely disa¬ 
bled students. 

She said, "The increase in 
Mild and Moderate funding is a 
direct result of efforts by Al¬ 
berta Education, Alberta trus¬ 
tees and educators across the 
province to show that special 
needs programs were under 
funded." 

The schools that educated 
these students, were often find¬ 
ing themselves in a deficit situ¬ 
ation at the end of the year. Roy 
said, "The increase will go di¬ 
rectly to schools to address 
shortfalls in these programs." 

The per student basic instruc¬ 
tion grant for all students also 
saw an increase. In the 1997/98 
school year, the per full-time 
student grant was $3,698. 

As of September of the new 
1998/99 school year, the fund¬ 
ing has increased to $3,860 per 
student. The projected enrol¬ 
ment used for budgeting was 
10,750 full-time equivalent stu¬ 
dents. This is a rise of 1.4%. 

The total budget for this com¬ 
ing school year has increased 
from $55.2 million last year, to 
$59.8 million for this year. 

Roy said the increase will not 
be used to subsidize any new 
programs at the central office 
level, but each school will see the 
direct benefit of those dollars. 

"The board has credited the 
full amount of the funding in-

Parks Canada Agency - 
bureaucratic nightmare? 


The creation of the new Parks 
Canada Agency could bring no¬ 
table changes to 
Banff National 
Park. 

I supported Bill 
C-29 because I be¬ 
lieved in the concept 
of having our na¬ 
tional parks and 
heritage sites ad¬ 
ministered in an ac¬ 
countable, efficient 
and cost effective 
manner. However, I 
was hoping that this 
bill would guarantee that fees at 
Canada’s national parks and her¬ 
itage sites would not become 
prohibitively expensive. 

Fees have risen dramatically 
in Banff National Park over the 
past five years. Many of the 
letters I receive, from seniors 


groups to tourists from all over 
the world, have all noted an 
increase in fees. 

One of the main 
problems with this 
bill was its lack of 
detail regarding 
how the agency 
will be financed 
and run, what the 
effective adminis¬ 
tration costs of 
operating the 
agency will be 
and what portion 
of that cost 
might be financed by user fees. 
All of these details will not be 
known until the Agency is set 
up. 

As of now it has been re¬ 
ported that the agency is 
counting on receiving $70 mil¬ 
lion from user fees in fiscal 


year 1997-98 and an increased 
amount in subsequent years. 
Therefore the agency will have 
to know exactly what consum¬ 
ers are willing to spend on our 
national parks and heritage 
sites because any miscalcula¬ 
tion could hinder its function¬ 
ing and directly affect the con¬ 
sumer. 

Finally, the Liberal amend¬ 
ment designed to ensure bilin¬ 
gual services in Canada's na¬ 
tional parks was passed. This 
will have a dramatic affect on 
all the sub-contractors within 
Banff. 

This was ridiculous political 
amendment proposed by the 
Ontario led Liberals to directly 
impact the majority of western 
based National Parks employ¬ 
ees and it will not be forgotten 
during the next election.

Responding to the New

Thorsteinson replied, "Great! 
We think it's time to have a full 
public inquiry into the whole 
issue of sexual orientation and 
how it applies to individual 
rights." 

The recent Social Credit 
Party brochure "Black & White" 
attacked the stand of the Al¬ 
berta government to back the 
Supreme Court of Canada rul¬ 
ing in the Delwin Vriend case. 
As the ruling gives individuals 
the right to challenge societal 
issues for discrimination based 
on sexual orientation, the bro¬ 
chure has rightly pointed out 
that this will apply not only to 
homosexuals, but to pedophiles, 
or, in fact, anyone else who 
believes that their particular 
preference has subjected them 
to what they consider discrimi¬ 
natory practices. 

"Nancy MacBeth, Ralph 
Klein and all those who fail to 
see the implication of such a 
broad ranging ruling are being 
extremely short-sighted and 
close minded," Thorsteinson 
said. "The belief that this will 
not lead to recognition of homo¬ 
sexual marriage, adoption and 
spousal benefits in Alberta is 
sadly misled." 

Thorsteinson points to sev¬ 
eral recent rulings in other prov¬ 
inces that pave the way for the 
same acceptance of a controver¬ 
sial issue in Alberta. 

"The M & H ruling by the 
Ontario Court of Appeal is ex¬ 
pected to be approved this fall 
by the Supreme Court. This 


ruling clearly paves the way for 
Homosexual Marriage in all 
provinces which provide Sexual 
Orientation protection in their 
Human Rights Legislation. 

"In sentencing Maple Leaf 
Gardens child molester Gordon 
Stuckless to a slap on the wrist 
of two years less a day for 572 
sex attacks on young boys. Mr. 
Justice David Watt said, "Incar¬ 
ceration cannot alter a life-long 
sexual preference." 

Premier Ralph Klein has in¬ 
dicated that government will 
"build fences" around certain 
aspects of this issue to ease the 
concerns of Albertans. Based 
on the Klein government's past 
performance to simply accept 
Supreme Court decisions, 
Thorsteinson does not see how 
such "fences" could or would be 
implemented. 

"I am most concerned with 
the secretive manner in which 
this issue was dealt with by the 
government. The people of Al¬ 
berta were not consulted on 
this issue even when there was 
tremendous opposition to the 
ruling." Thorsteinson said. 
"Many members of Mr. Klein's 
own caucus share our concerns 
over the long term implications 
of the Supreme Court's Vriend 
decision. If he won't listen to 
his own people, who will he pay 
attention to?" 

In a letter to the premier, 
Thorsteinson urges Klein to 
conduct a provincial referen¬ 
dum on invoking the Notwith¬ 
standing Clause in the Vriend 
decision in conjunction with 
the election of Alberta "Sena¬ 
tors in waiting" this fall. 

"It's important that Albertans 
have a voice in issues like this," 
Thorsteinson said. "Unlike the 
provincial government and the 
Supreme Court judges, we don't 
want to tell people what to 
think, we just want them to 
have the right to think and to 
express their views on matters 
that affect all of society and its 
future."

This is the first time I have 
ever written a letter to the 
editor, but I was quite upset 
with the letter in the April 22 
issue of the Didsbury Review, 
opposing a raise for the doc¬ 
tors. 

First of all, the doctors took 
a wage cut a few years ago, so 
if the government has a sur¬ 
plus, why shouldn't they at 
least get their wage cut back. 
Personally, I feel they should 
have more than that. What 
other profession takes at least 
seven years in university to 
get just their residency and 
then another three to five 
years to get a degree. I also 
feel that rural doctors have to 
work a lot more weekends and 
overtime than city doctors. 

I guess the thing that made 


me really appreciate our doc¬ 
tors was when 1 had the mis¬ 
fortune to fall on a rough 
sidewalk in a Calgary shop¬ 
ping centre a few weeks ago. 
We went to a friend's house, 
she bandaged my hand and 
washed me up. I told her we 
planned to stop at a hospital. 
She said she hoped it wouldn't 
be in Calgary as we could be 
at the Didsbury Hospital in 
an hour and if we went to a 
Calgary ER we'd probably still 
be waiting. 

When we arrived in Dids¬ 
bury we stopped at the hospi¬ 
tal to inquire if Dr. Ahmad 
was still at his office. Fortu¬ 
nately for me he was just leav¬ 
ing the hospital, having been 
called from his office for an 
emergency. Dr. Ahmad took 
me in, cleaned up the side of 


my face, put in a few stitches 
and instructed the nurse how 
to do my hand, then he left, as 
he still had patients waiting in 
his office. 

I think we are very fortu¬ 
nate in Didsbury to have a 
good hospital and really good 
doctors. 

The author of this letter 
also said she hoped the gro¬ 
cery store wouldn't close. I'm 
sure the owner is very happy 
with his situation. When we 
moved to Didsbury in 1950 
there were four grocery stores 
and two independent meat 
markets and approximately 
half as many people living 
here.

Summer bicycle safety 


Help farmers 
in grain wars 

The world is on the brink of another grain war, and the NDP 
agriculture critic Dick Proctor (MP Palliser) has called on the 
federal government for a commitment to protect Canadian farm¬ 
ers. 

"The European Union and the United States are using export 
subsidies that are driving down international grain prices, just as 
they did during the 1980s," said Proctor. 

Finland recently sold subsidized barley to a market in Califor¬ 
nia, and the United States has retaliated by subsidizing barley 
sales to several European countries. The Americans are warning 
that they will take further retaliatory actions. 

"Canada's minister of agriculture Lyle Vanclief has been plead¬ 
ing poverty, which means that once again our farmers will be meat 
in the sandwich," Proctor said. "Instead of hand-wringing and 
wishing the problem away, the minister should make specific 
proposals about what he will do to assist Canadian grain farmers."

Second: take your vegetables and fruit in the original shape and cut laterdt’ll keep longer). 
Third: only take what you need for extras like sugar, salt, ketchup, etc. to 
conserve space, if it’s limited. 

Now, for a recipe that goes great with Hamburger Soup from last week: ( I’ll include a recipe for 
another main course next week) 

Skillet Combread 

2 c. cornmeal 1/2 c. HOT water 

lc. whole wheat flour 2 eggs 

1 grated carrot 1 Tbsp. honey 

1/4 tsp. cloves 

2 tsp. baking powder 

1. Before camp: combine the ingredients of the first column and place in a jar (with a lid!). 

2. At camp: combine the last 3 ingredients with the first in the jar and mix gently until blended, 
but still lumpy. 

3. Place 3 Tbsp. canola oil in the skillet and spoon the batter in to fill the pan; cover with a lid 
or foil. 

4. Cook over LOW heat for 10 min.; turn over and brown on the other side.

Way of Life: Unused treasures 


Proverbs 2:2,4. "....incline 
your ear to wisdom .... (search) 
for her as for hidden treas¬ 
ures." 

Approximately 
35 years ago, Linda 
D. Knox, a widow 
who lived in a small 
third-floor room in 
Chicago, passed 
away at the age of 
94. She was known 
as a collector of 
antiques. After her 
death, the admin¬ 
istrator of her es¬ 
tate found a 50 year 
accumulation of 
valuable 
chinaware, paint¬ 
ings and unopened crates and 
trunks crowding the ceilings 
of more than a dozen, dust- 
filled, unlit apartments. 
Twenty more rooms full of an¬ 
tique furniture were discov¬ 
ered at a River Forest man¬ 
sion, which Mrs. Knox had 
purchased in 1932. While go¬ 
ing through some of the trunks 
of valuables, a fortune in hid¬ 
den diamonds was unexpect¬ 
edly uncovered in the false 
bottom of one of them. Desks 
held $22,000 in uncashed 
cheques, so old they were no 
longer negotiable. 

Now before we criticize the 
widow for not exploiting and 
enjoying her riches, we need 
to ask ourselves some ques¬ 
tions, especially if we call our¬ 
selves Christians. "What real 
use am I making of the room 
after room' of spiritual treas¬ 
ures which are to be found in 
the Holy Scriptures?" "Do I 
search for the true wisdom as 
one who looks for hidden treas¬ 
ure?" "Is that the way I go 


about Bible study?" "Do I seek 
to know the Lord Jesus Christ 
more intimately every day, 
realizing that in Him are hid 
all the 'treasures

CWB 

Bulletin 

At a glance: 

The Canadian Transporta¬ 
tion Agency (CTA) has set a 
new deadline for a ruling in the 
CWB's level of service com¬ 
plaint against CP Rail. The CTA 
must rule, in writing, by Sept. 
30, 1998. The public hearing 
into the complaint concluded 
last Friday in Ottawa with the 
final arguments from both 
sides. The CWB's key testimony 
showing CP treated grain un¬ 
fairly has remained unchal¬ 
lenged by CP. 

The CWB will accept 100% 
of the wheat, durum and feed 
barley offered for delivery un¬ 
der the Series D contract. Prai¬ 
rie farmers can begin deliver¬ 
ing immediately on Series D 
contracts. 

Dr. Franz Fischler, the EU 
Commissioner for Agriculture 
and Rural Development, was in 
Winnipeg on June 8 as part of a 
Canadian tour. Fischler met 
with CWB Commissioner 
Richard Klassen and Prairie 
farm leaders. Five farmer rep¬ 
resentatives made presenta¬ 
tions, many of them calling on 
the European Union (EU) to 
substantially reduce export 
subsidies. 

From elevator to port: 

For the week of June 1 to 7, 
rail car unloads for the six ma¬ 
jor grains exceeded targets at 
the West Coast. Rail car un¬ 
loads totalled 1,658 at Vancou¬ 
ver (target: 1,460) and 739 at 
Prince Rupert (target: 460). At 
Thunder Bay, rail car unloads 
totalled 1,400 (target: 1,600). 

Primary elevator space 
across the Prairies averaged 
44% last week. Manitoba eleva¬ 
tors averaged 52% space, Sas¬ 
katchewan elevators averaged 
40% space and Alberta eleva¬ 
tors averaged 41% space. 

FOB forward: 

The CWB met it's target of 
moving 85% of farmer's grain, 
including 1997 carryover, into 
export or domestic position by 
the end of May 1998. As a re¬ 
sult, export movement will be 
slowing down over the summer 
period until the new crop is 
harvested. Rail car movements 
from country elevators will also 
slow as there will be fewer ves¬ 
sels arriving at port for grain. 
For example, there were only 
two vessels loading grain at the 
West Coast on June 8, two wait¬ 
ing to be loaded and three ves¬ 
sels due to arrive. 

Potpourri: 

There were over 7,000 tran¬ 
script pages of oral testimony 
in the Canadian Transporta¬ 
tion Agency (CTA) public hear¬ 
ing into the CWB's level of serv¬ 
ice complaint against CP Rail. 
The hearing was also the long¬ 
est in the 10-year history of the 
CTA and its predecessor the 
National Transportation 
Agency. The CWB entered 72 
exhibits during the 10-week 
hearing compared to 197 ex¬ 
hibits for CP. 


All Alberta locations re¬ 
ported above normal monthly 
average temperatures for the 
second month in a row. The 
provincial average May tem¬ 
perature was 2.8 degrees above 
the 1961 to 1990 average of 10.2 
degrees C and the April provin¬ 
cial average temperature was 
2.7 degrees above normal. 

"May started with daytime 
temperatures reaching around 
thirty degrees," said Peter 
Dzikowski. "Temperatures re¬ 
turned to slightly above nor¬ 
mal the second and third week 
of May. The warm weather con¬ 
tinued to the end of the month 
however some locations re¬ 
ported localized frost damage 
late in the month." 

May temperatures ranged 
from 0.8 to 5.7 degrees C above 
normal. The Peace Region re¬ 
ported the greatest tempera¬ 


ture departures, 3.9 to 4.7 de¬ 
grees above normal. These av¬ 
erages are based on data re¬ 
corded at 62 Environment 
Canada climate stations across 
Alberta. 

"Growing degree day totals 
for May were ten days ahead of 
normal in the southern region, 
two to three weeks ahead in the 
north east, north west and cen¬ 
tral regions, and three and a 
half weeks ahead in the Peace 
region," said Dzikowski. 

"Growing degree day totals 
are used for comparing the 
progress of a growing season to 
the long-term average and are 
useful for estimating crop de¬ 
velopment stages and maturity 
dates." 

The provincial average pre¬ 
cipitation of 43.2 mm was 4.3 
mm below the 1961 to 1990 
average of 47.5 mm. 


The southern region re¬ 
ported above normal precipita¬ 
tion. The northeast, northwest, 
central and Peace regions re¬ 
ported below normal precipita¬ 
tion totals. Amounts of 11.4 to 
184.8 mm, or 11 to 261% of 
normal were reported. The 
eastern half of the central and 
north east regions, and parts of 
the Peace region were the dri¬ 
est areas in May. 

"Stavely west reported the 
greatest precipitation depar¬ 
ture with 171.2 mm or 324% of 
normal," he said. 


On the dry side, Lac La Biche 
reported 5.8 mm of precipita¬ 
tion in May, only 11% of it's 
long term average. 

"The Environment Canada 
temperature anomaly forecast 
for June, 1998 is for below nor¬ 
mal temperatures for Alberta. 
Climatology indicates that sum¬ 
mer months with below normal 
temperatures tend to have above 
normal precipitation. Above nor¬ 
mal temperatures in May were 
associated with below normal 
precipitation in most of Al¬ 
berta."

Certified Crop Advisors 


Crop advisors have been with 
us since the beginning of agricul¬ 
tural history, but becomingacer- 
tified crop advisor is something 
new. Agriculture is becoming a 
bigger, more complex industry. 
This means there is a greater 
need for specialized training and 
higher professional standards. 
The time is right for crop advi¬ 
sors to become specialized pro¬ 
fessionals. 

Experienced crop advisors can 
now become Certified Crop Advi¬ 
sors or CCAs. They are becoming 
recognized professionals as the 
demand for their services is at an 
all time high. The Alberta Wheat 
Pool will hire certified crop advi¬ 
sors on the spot, if it can find 
them. Many agricultural service 
companies are requesting that 
their new employees became 
CCAs. 

The job title is a good descrip¬ 
tion of what a crop advisor does. 
They advise farmers on fertiliz¬ 
ers, pesticides and seed varieties 
to increase or optimize crop pro¬ 
duction in evironmentally safe 
ways. They have training and 
experience in soil, water, crop 
and pesticide management. 

With its excellent reputation 
and hands-on style of teaching. 
Olds College is a leader in train¬ 
ing crop advisors. The College 
offers a two-year diploma in Land 
Resource Management with a 
Crop Advisor major. 

Ed Toews coordinates the Crop 
Advisor program at Olds College. 
He also serves on the Prairie Re¬ 
gion Examination Board forCCAs. 


He says, "Becoming certified 
is all about developing a level of 
expertise and having that exper¬ 
tise recognized in a formal way. 
The advantage of being certified 
is that you get international rec¬ 
ognition in North America and it 
tells a prospective employer that 
you have the basic knowledge and 
ability to do the job." 

"Certification also promotes 
professionalism among the peo¬ 
ple that advise farmers," Toews 
said. "And it credits people for 
their experience and knowledge, 
regardless of how it was obtained." 

An individual can write the 
certification exam anytime, but 
you require a combination of for¬ 
mal training and field experience 
in order to be certified. For exam¬ 
ple, with your Olds College di¬ 
ploma, you need two years of field 
experience in order to qualify for 
certification. Even with an agri¬ 
culture degree, one year of expe¬ 
rience is required. You also have 
to score 75% or better on the 
exam. 

To be certified you actually 
write two exams. There is a stand¬ 
ard exam, the same throughout 
North America, which measures 
your knowledge of soils, water, 
crops and pests. There is also a 
regional exam, which tests on 
information specific to the prai¬ 
rie region. 

In Alberta the first CCA ex¬ 
ams were written in August 1997 
and 42 people were certified. 
Sixty-five people wrote the ex¬ 
ams in February, 1998. The next 
examination will be written on 


Aug. 7 at Olds College. The Col¬ 
lege is offering a three-day prepa¬ 
ration course for the August 
exam. For more information call 
1-800-661-6537 or (403) 556- 
8281. 

Certification was started by 
the American Society of 
Agronomy (ASA) in 1992 in the 
United States. Most American 
states now recognize the certi¬ 
fication and more than 10,000 
people have successfully writ¬ 
ten the exam. The ASA also co¬ 
ordinates certification in 
Canada with the help of the 
Canadian Association of Agri- 
Retailers, based in Winnipeg. 
They can be reached toll-free at 
1-800-463-9323. Applications 
for the August exam must be 
received by the ASA by June 
26.

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Canadian Grain Commission announces changes 


Barry Senft, President 
and Chief Commissioner, Ca¬ 
nadian Grain Commission 
(CGC), has announced im¬ 
mediate and future changes 
at the CGC. 

"Events occurring in the 
grain industry are impact¬ 
ing on the Commission. We 
must take short and long¬ 
term changes in order to 
adapt and to continue fulfill¬ 
ing our fundamental man¬ 
date," said Senft. 

The CGC generates most 
of its revenues from services 
that it provides to the grain 
industry. It is projecting a 
significant decline in rev¬ 
enues now and in the future. 
Steps will be taken immedi¬ 
ately and in the future to 
address this situation. 

Over the short term, the 
expected fiscal deficit will be 
addressed. Planned expendi¬ 


tures have already been re¬ 
duced. A total of 45 to 50 
positions will be eliminated 
by June 22, 1998; most of 
them are located in Winni¬ 
peg. In consultation with the 
grain industry, the CGC will 
review some of its services 
with a view to ensuring that 
the fees recover the related 
costs. 

Over the longer term, the 
CGC will be conducting a 
complete review of all of its 
services, operations, expen¬ 
ditures and fees. The grain 
industry will be asked to pro¬ 
vide input. 

"The CGC's quality assur¬ 
ance program is critical to 
the Canadian grain industry 
and our services must be rel¬ 
evant and efficient," said 
Senft. "Canada’s reputation 
for grain quality, a corner¬ 
stone for the grain industry,
